Head-on crash 
kills driver 
on Highway 1

A Mission Hills man was killed and two 
other persons were seriously injured 
Monday in a grinding, two-car, head-on 
collision on Highway 1, north of Burton- 
Mesa Boulevard. All three victims were 
trapped in the crushed cars for 45 
minutes until cut free by County Fire 
Department rescue units. 
Dead was Donald Augustine McKenna, 
46. of 1426 Calle Lindero. Injured were 
Garry Wayne King, 36, and his son, John, 
11, both of 904 W. Anthony Way. King 
was listed in serious condition in Lompoc 
Hospital today with multiple fractures of 
both arms and legs. His son was listed in 
satisfactory condition in the same 
hospital with a fractured jaw and frac­ 
tured legs. 
Funeral services were pending today 
at Lompoc Family Mortuary for McKen­ 
na 
The California Highway Patrol said 
McKenna was driving north on the 
highway when his car drifted off the east 
edge of the roadway, shot back on the 
road, crossed the center line and slam­ 
med into the King car that was traveling 
southbound. Witnesses said King had lit­ 
tle chance to avoid the impact. 
Lompoc Sheriff’s Substation com­ 
mander Sgt. Don McCormick, who was 
the first to arrive on the scene, said the 
collision occurred as the McKenna car 
came over the crest of one of the 
highway’s undulating rises, north of 
Burton-Mesa Boulevard and before the 
intersection of the highway with Rucker 
Road. 
McCormick deployed forces to block 
off the highway until 7:20 p.m.. when the 
victims had been removed from the 


wrecked cars and the highway had been 
cleared of debris. 
The accident touched off a massive 
rescue effort involving sheriff’s forces, 
California Highway Patrol, two county 
fire stations, ambulance crew, hospital 
attendants and the dispatchers who were 
monitoring and coordinating emergency 
messages. Hospital personnel alone 
numbered four physicians, five nurses, 
and technicians standing by in X-ray and 
laboratory. 
The accident occurred at about 5:25 
p.m., on the lonely stretch of Highway 1 
approaching Harris Grade. CHP units 
were under way, but apparently far 
enough away to trigger the dispatch of 
sheriff's units, who were closer to the 
scene. The call came to the substation at 
5:41 p.m. 
McCormick arrived at the scene at 
5:43 p.m., and immediately called for 
support units. 
County Fire Station in Vandenberg 
Village got the call at 5:46 p.m., and was 
fully under way to the accident scene at 
5:47 p.m. The units arrived at 5:49 p.m. 
and began the rescue effort. 
CHP units arrived on the scene. 
County fire rescue unit 31 in Buellton 
got the call for help at 5:49 p.m. Units 
were fully under way a minute later and 
arrived at the scene on Highway 1 at 6:07 
p m They brought with them the “Jaws 
of Life.” a tool for spreading apart 
twisted metal. 
The victims were removed from the 
cars and arrived at the hospital at 6:50 
p.m. It was about 30 minutes later that 
McKenna was pronounced dead. The 
sheriff-coroner arrived at 7:44 p.m. to 
perform official functions in connection 
with the death and identification.

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WASHINGTON (U PI) - President 
Carter today asked Congress to remove 
almost all restrictions on voter registra­ 
tion. finance its elections with taxpayer 
funds and abolish the electoral college 
Vice President Walter Mondale un­ 
veiled the Carter election reform 
package, which included a plan to allow 
voters to show up on election day, prove 
they live in the neighborhood, and cast 
their ballots without prior registration. 
That part of the package was im­ 
mediately endorsed at a news con­ 
ference by a bipartisan group of 12 con­ 
gressional leaders, including House 
Speaker Thomas P O’Neill and Sen. 
Edward M Kennedy, DMass. 


“ Election day registration will be a 
giant step forward in our efforts to in­ 
crease voter turnout, revitalize our 
democracy and enhance the right to 
vote," said Kennedy. 


Carter’s proposal to replace the elec­ 
toral college with direct election of a 
president would require passage of an 
amendment to the Constitution. 
While most of the congressional group 
favored some kind of public financing of 


congressional campaigns, there was 
varying enthusiasm for the direct 
presidential election as well as another 
Carter plan liberalizing the current ban 
on federal workers participating in cam­ 
paigns or running for office. 
‘The objective of universal registra­ 
tion is to overcome the disgrace and the 
scandal of the shockingly low voter 
participation in elections,” Mondale 
said 
Noting that critics of the plan, in­ 
cluding many Republicans, said it would 
lead to voter fraud, Mondale said that 
would be prevented by fines of $10,000 
and a 10-year prison term for such of­ 
fenses. 
Universal registration was the only 
part of the Carter package for which the 
White House will send actual legislation 
to Congress 
Specifics on the other 
proposals were not provided, and Mon­ 
dale said the administration could go 
along with any number of bills already 
introduced. 
Under universal registration, states 
would not be required to adopt the 
system, but would receive federal funds 
if thev did

Remains of two more 
Ml As to be released 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - The White 
House com m ission on m issing 
Americans in Vietnam came home from 
Hanoi and Vientienne today and an­ 
nounced Communist leaders have 
promised to turn over remains of two ad­ 
ditional Americans 
Leonard Woodcock, United Auto 
Workers president and chairman of the 
commission, told reporters aboard a 
plane from Honolulu that Hanoi officials 
confirm ed the death of Tucker 
Gouglemann. a retired CIA official who 
dashed into Saigon just before South 
Vietnam’s collapse in a vain attempt to 
rescue friends. 
Woodcock said Hanoi officials told the 
com m ission they would return 
Gouglemann’s remains along with those 
of a serviceman killed in an airplane 
crash. 
Remains of the 12 servicemen 
previously received by the commission 
were flown to Hickam Air Force Base in 
Honolulu, where military experts will 
try to make positive identifications 


before the caskets are returned to the 
United States 
The commission also brought back a 
report it hopes to present to President 
Carter in a meeting scheduled for Thurs­ 
day at the White House Former Senate 
Democratic Leader Mike Mansfield, a 
commission member, told reporters the 
diplomatic spade work done by the five- 
member delegation helps give America 
“ a new beginning” in Southeast Asia 
Woodcock said the Vietnamese did not 
give the cause of Gouglemann s death 
They said he died in June, 1976. 
The remains of the serviceman killed 
in an airplane crash were originally to 
have been returned in 1973 along with 23 
others sent back that year, according to 
Hanoi officials But, they told Woodcock, 
an American bomb disturbed the grave 
and Vietnamese custom required a fresh 
burial. 
Woodcock telephoned Carter shortly 
after the mission landed in Honolulu and 
said the President "welcomed us back 
and told him the “ job was done ” 


Ancillary service charbes at the Lorn 
poc District Hospital will be considered 
for "revision” by the hospital board of 
directors during a regular meeting 
Thursday at 7:30 p.m. 
Revision means a possible rate in­ 
crease. according to Bill Diebner, 
hospital administrator. 
He said he will present an analysis of 
ancillary service fees charged by the 
Lompoc District Hospital as compared 
to fees charged for the same services in 
other hospitals in the county. Then the 
board “ will decide which way they want 
to go.” he said. 
Ancillary include services provided by 
the x-ray department, lab, physical 
therapy, respiratory therapy and the 
emergency room. 
The rate revision is being considered, 
according to Diebner. because the 
hospital and the Convalescent Care 
Center continue to operate at a loss 
The facilities were in the red $126,882 as 
of January for the fiscal year. 
The board last month voted to increase 
charges for the hospital's nursery room, 
surgery room, intensive care unit and 
delivery room. 
In January the board increased the bed 
rates at CCC from $18 to $21 a day for in­ 
termediate care beds and from $25 to $27 
a day for skilled nursing beds

Earthquake 
jolts Iran 


President winds up talks 
with Japanese premier 


TEHRAN, Iran (U PI) - A major 
earthquake jarred a sparsely populated 
region of Iran today in a series of 
tremors that also shook the island where 
Shah Mohammed Reza Pahlevi is 
vacationing. 
The state radio reported 60 persons 
had been killed. 
Authorities said casualties were ex­ 
pected to mount as reports filtered in 
from southern Iran. 
The main quake recorded from 6.8 to 7 
on the open-ended Richter scale and was 
followed by 50 aftershocks. The epicen­ 
ter was in a comparatively deserted 
area. 
The state radio said the official death 
toll was 60 


In a move that may cost Lompoc a 
half-million dollar racquetball facility, 
the Board ot Supervisors Monday 
delayed approval of a sublease between 
the city and BKB Associates pending 
neogitations on an unrelated matter. 
Late Monday afternoon the board ap­ 
peared ready to approve the sublease 
which would allow BKB to develop the 
racquetball facility on a portion of a 4.5- 
acre park site on College Avenue for 
which the lease between the county and 
the city had been previously approved. 
At the request of Public Works Direc­ 
tor Charles Wagner, however, the county 
approved a one-week continuance of the 
final approval. Wagner said he wanted 
the time to tie in approval of the sublease 
with a county request for the City of 
Lompoc to come to an agreement on a 
water problem in Ken Adam Park, north 
of the city. 
Wagner said he would confer with city 
officials in an effort either to get the city 
to agree to de-annex the Ken Adam park 
property or to allow the Park Water 
Company to put in a water line through 
an access area on the north side of the 
property. 


The city has rejected the proposal, 
since the park is within the city limits 
and officials prefer to have the area 
served by city water serrices. 


The city also has proposed that a line 
larger than the county wants to run to 


the park be utilized so that future 
development may be served. 
Supervisor Robert Hedlund told the 
supervisors that city delivery of water to 
the park would cost about $54,000 com­ 
pared to about $32,000 for the smaller 
water line Park Water Company would 
utilize. 
The County Park Commission had 
recommended that the board take steps 
to de-annex the park property from the 
city, but County Counsel George Kading 
said there was “ no way the county can 
carry it through unless the city is willing. 
It doesn’t matter that the county owns 
the property.” 


The city annexed the park property 
several years ago as a part of a larger 
annexation involving the Federal Correc­ 
tional Institution. 


Lompoc City Attorney Alan Davidson 
deplored the county’s action to delay the 
approval of the racquetball sublease as a 
means of forcing the city into an agree­ 
ment on the Ken Adam Park issue 
“ I fail to see the rationale of con­ 
necting these two projects,” Davidson 
said “ One has absolutely nothing to do 
with the other.” 
Furthermore, he continued. “ The 
prospect of further delay scares me It 
may jeopardize our getting the racquet­ 
ball facility. 
“ BKB has been very patient with us 
and with the county, but they simply 


can’t keep going on with delay after 
delay 
They have other racquetball 
projects in other cities they want to con­ 
sider and we can’t continue to keep tying 
them up like this.” 
Davidson called the water question in 
Ken Adam Park “ extremely com­ 
plicated” and one that involves issues 
that will take years to resolve. 
“ Park Water Company doesn’t have 
authority to deliver water to the park in 
the first place,” Davidson said. 
“ Furthermore, it will require com­ 
plicated planning between all of the 
agencies involved to bring about an 
adequate solution.” 
The one hitch that a p p e a r e d to be a 
possible snag to a final agreement on the 
sublease dissolved Monday when it was 
indicated that BKB would not make an 
issue over a county condition in the lease 
that the county have access to books and 
records of the racquetball facility. 
Davidson therefore requested that the 
supervisors approve the sublease on the 
county's terms to avoid further delay in 
the agreement. 
BKB had given a March 15 deadline for 
final negotiations to be completed but 
orally authorized an extension to Mon­ 
day’s meeting for the okay to be given. 
As the board was on the verge of ap­ 
proving the sublease, Wagner asked for 
and received the continuance to pursue 
the Ken Adam Park water issue as a con­ 
dition for approval. 
Carter minimizes Brezhnev attack

WASHINGTON (U PI) - President 
Carter and Prim e Minister Takeo 
Fukuda of Japan held their final round of 
official talks today on international 
trade, energy and nuclear proliferation 
Fukuda spent the night in Blair House, 
the official guest house on Pennsylvania 
Avenue He was driven across the street 
to the White House in a heavy rainstorm. 
On Monday, Carter expressed hope 
that Japan would gain a permanent seat 
on the United Nations Security Council 
— a long-standing U S policy position 
The President told Fukuda that 
American forces would be withdrawn 
from South Korea, but in a manner that 


would not jeopardize the security of the 
area. He also pledged full consultations 
with the Japanese and South Korean 
governments on the matter. 


Carter also urged Japan to play a 
larger economic and political role in 
world affairs, particularly in Asia, but 
White House sources would not discuss 
further what that role should be. 


it was an apparent reference to 
Richard Nixon’s failure to consult with 
Japan before seeking detente with Pek­ 
ing and before devaluing the U S dollar, 
actions still called “ Nixon shocks” in 
Japan.

WASHINGTON (U PI) - President 
Carter played down Soviet leader Leonid 
Brezhnev’s sharp human rights 
counterattack today and was quoted as 
telling congressional leaders: “ Some 
people are concerned every time 
Brezhnev sneezes.” 
Sen. Alan Cranston, D-Calif., told 
reporters after a White House breakfast 
meeting C arter apparently felt 
Brezhnev's comments Monday were not 
as hostile as some reports indicated. 
Brezhnev warned in a Moscow speech 
that Carter’s outspoken stand favoring 
human rights could damage detente 
between the two superpowers. 
The President told the Democratic 
leaders there were “ some hopeful signs” 
in the Soviet leader’s speech and that 
Brezhnev had said there could be 


progress if the United States was 
prepared to negotiate. 
But C ransto n , the a ssista n t 
Democratic leader, said Carter also was 
unhappy about criticism by some 
liberals of his stand on human rights in 
the Soviet Union. 
“ Some people are concerned every 
time Brezhnev sneezes,” Cranston 
quoted Carter as saying 
Cranston reported Carter said leaders 
of many nations were cooperating with 
efforts in behalf of human rights, but 
that some did not want it publicly known 
at this time 
Secretary of State Cyrus Vance leaves 
for Moscow Friday night to begin laying 
groundwork for new talks on nuclear 
arms control. 


“ 1 hope this will not inhibit our conver­ 
sations,” said Vance Monday. “ I hope 
very much we will find a constructive at­ 
titude on the part of the Soviet Union 
when I get to Moscow.” 
Brezhnev accused the administration 
of “ outright interference” in Russia’s in­ 
ternal affairs in what he called “ the 
hullabaloo” over alleged human rights 
violations in socialist nations, 


“ We will not tolerate interference in 
our internal affairs by anyone and under 
under any pretext. A normal develop­ 
ment of relations on such a basis is, of 
course, unthinkable,” said Brezhnev in a 
long speech to a trade union congress.

Scientists claim saccharin overreaction 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - Several 
scientists told Congress today the Food 
and Drug Administration appears to 
have overreacted with its proposed ban 
on saccharin by ignoring the fact that the 
sweetener has been used safely by 
millions of people for the past 70 years. 
“ The available data indicate that the 
risk of humans for developing cancer 
from saccharin in the amounts ingested 


by the average individual is remote,” 
said Dr. Kurt Isselbacher, a Harvard 
medical professor. 
“ The harm, however, which may oc­ 
cur to millions in the absence of a non­ 
nutrient sugar substitute is great,” he 
said “ In this country, the problem of 
obesity is far greater than that of 
malnutrition ” 
Dr. Robert Squire, a teacher at the 


Johns Hopkins University School of 
Medicine, also told a House subcommit­ 
tee cancer is a multi-stage process mat 
requires repeated exposure and “ this ap­ 
pears to be the case with saccharin.” 
Isselbacher said that there is an exten­ 
sive body of information on human con­ 
sumption covering the past 70 years 
which 
would have proven that the risk 
was not great 


County to start eyeballing soaring department budgets 


County suoervisors beean the task Monday of red-flagging 
Johnson pointed to the state’s action of releasing mental cases 
deputy district attorney, supervising in north and south county 
Kallman also looked over county counsel judicial and a 
County supervisors began the task Monday of red-flagging 
county departments whose budgets appear to be rising dramatical­ 
ly and well above increases in county population 
Supervisor Robert K allm an, callin g attention to an 
“ astronomical increase" in the Mental Health Department budget 
in recent years, added that he has learned the County Grand Jury 
is “ also taking a look" at it. 


The mental health budget has risen 888 per cent in 10 years from 
8547,228 to $4,861,633 in the current year, Kallman declared, with 
salaries in the department up about 1,000 per cent in that period to 
$2,399,538 a year. Ordinance positions have risen from 24 to 154 in 
that span for a 641 per cent increase. 


Supervisor David Yager said part of the increase could be at­ 
tributed to major changes in law requiring more county services to 
mental patients, while Administrative Officer Raymond D. 


Johnson pointed to the state’s action of releasing mental cases 
from state hospitals and sending them into their home com­ 
munities. 
Kallman said he realized mental health costs to the county 
represent only 10 per cent of expenditures, but stressed that one 
aim could be to reduce “ our overall budget." 
Kallman said his office worked up “ raw figures" on a number of 
departments in the wake of a request by Board chairman Harrell 
Fletcher to have evaluations of county departments prior to 1977- 
’78 budget talks this spring. 
Meanwhile, the board agreed to have the county’s second 
management audit focus on the county’s Municipal Courts system, 
where Administrative Officer Johnson said he felt there could be 
“ some improvement." The board earlier received an in depth, 
management audit on the district attorney’s office and is following 
recommendations, including the setting up of two positions of 


deputy district attorney, supervising in north and south county 
areas. 
In addition to Mental Health, other departments have boosted 
budgets and salaries well over the approximate 10 per cent in gain 
in population in the last 10 years, the figures submitted by Kallman 
show 
He said the Planning Department budget is up to $542,817 from 
$457,366 currently with salares up to $468,720, a gain of 220 per cent 
although ordinance positions have risen only from 25 to 27 in that 
time. 
Along with Mental Health, the Sheriff-Coroner and Sheriff- 
Detention budgets are becoming giant-sized, Kallman said. The 
combined budgets are up to $9,264,772, a gain of 338 per cent in 10 
years, with salaries up 568 per cent to a high of $7,125,714, and or­ 
dinance positions increasing from 176 to 425 in the ten-year period.

85 killed in spreading 
Winter 
riots over Pakistan vote 
persists 
in spots 
LAHORE. Pakistan (UPI) - 
More than 85 persons have been 
killed in spreading riots over 
alleged vote fraud in some of 
the worst bloodshed in Pakis­ 
tani political history, according 
to opposition politicians. 
Wazir Ali. a leader of the op­ 
position P akistan N ational 
Alliance, said that in Karachi 
alone 60 persons had died in the 
last three days, including an 
eight-year-old boy gunned down 
Monday for violating a curfew. 
Security forces also shot at 
rioters who had set fire to two 
buses in different parts of the 
port city. Ali said Several teen­ 
agers were wounded. 
Another Alliance spokesman 
in Karachi said police had fired 
on protesters taking part in out­ 
lawed demonstrations in the 
city of Hyderabad, killing 25 


persons and injuring at least 100 
more. 
He said government troops 
also killed three other persons 
during a raid of the offices of an 
unidentified 
religious-political 
organization in Nawabshah. 
about 600 miles southwest of 
Lahore 
In the same town, he said, 
hundreds of d em o n strato rs 
poured through the streets in 
response to an Alliance appeal 
for a public show of protest 
againt police brutality. The 
mob burned down a post office 
and a railroad car. he said. 
In the Sargodha district. 80 
miles northwest of here, police 
used volleys of tear gas and 
baton charges to disperse 
demonstrators. 
Wazir Ali said the rioting was 
spreading throughout Pakistan 


The protesters are defying a 
governm ent ban on public 
demonstrations to press de­ 
mands for the resignation of 
Prim e Minister Zulfikar Ali 
Bhutto and for new national 
elections. 
Opposition leaders claim 
fraud in the March 7 balloting 
won by Bhutto's ruling Pakis­ 
tan Peoples Party. They have 
called for a nationwide general 
strike for Monday — the third 
such action since the election. 
In R aw alpindi, A lliance 
leader Asghar Khan has refused 
to leave jail until all political 
prisoners are freed and the 
government lifts a seven-year- 
old state of emergency. 
In L ahore. 200 law y ers 
recently marched through the 
streets pressing sim ilar de­ 
mands.

KINSHASA. Zaire (UPI) - A 
second shipment of emergency 
U S aid was on its way to Zaire 
today to help governm ent 
troops fight an invasion of the 
copper-rich Shaba province.

A jumbo jet loaded with $1.5 
million worth of spare aircraft 
parts, medical supplies, para­ 
chutes and combat uniforms 
left New York's Kennedy Air­ 
port Monday for the former 
Belgian Congo.

It is against U.S. law for a 
corporation to contribute to the 
campaign of a candidate for 
President or Congress Similar 
political contributions in some 
states, including California, are 
legal. 
Besides raising the question 
of possible illicit dom estic 
political contributions for the 
first time, the court records 
confirmed the Justice Depart­ 
ment is pursuing a criminal in-

The Securities and Exchange 
Commission filed the docu­ 
ments in the U .S. District Court 
last week in connection with its 
attem pts to take testim ony 
from Lockheed’s chief counsel.

French labor unions demand 
relaxing of austerity program 


PARIS (UPI) - Labor un­ 
ions. seeing a chance to strike 
while the government reels 
from municipal election losses 
to a leftist alliance, are press­ 
ing demands for a relaxation of 
France’s austerity program 
“No waiting; we want to 
negotiate — now.”

Indira Gandhi resigns in 
wake of crushing defeat 


NEW DELHI, India (UF*I) — Prim e Minister Indira Gandhi 
resigned today, accepting her crushing election defeat “ in a spirit 
of humility.” She expressed good wishes for the new opposition 
government and said her affection for the Indian people would re­ 
main unchanged. 
In a press statem ent issued hours after submitting her resigna­ 
tion to Acting President B. D. Jatti, Mrs. Gandhi said the election 
was a part of the democratic process and what m attered was 
strengthening the country and ensuring a better life for the people. 
The acting president accepted the resignation but asked her to 
stay as a caretaker until the opposition forms its regime later this 
week, ending the Congress party’s 30-year rule over India. Mrs. 
Gandhi agreed. 
Jubilant leaders of the Janata (People’s) party and the Congress 
for Democracy were jockeying to fill the power vacuum. A 
spokesman for the victors said the new deputies elected in the 
parliamentary elections last week will meet Thursday to select a 
new prime minister and party leaders. 
“I give my good wishes to the new government that will be 
formed.” Mrs. Gandhi said in her statement. “I hope that the 
secular, socialist and democratic foundations of India will be rein­ 
forced. 


“ As I take leave of you as prime minister. I should like to ex­ 
press my deep gratitude to my colleagues” and “to the millions of 
men. women and children who have given me their trust,” she 
said. 


“My love and concern for the welfare of every section of the peo­ 
ple remain unchanged Since childhood, my aim has been to serve 
the people to the limit of my endurance. This I shall continue to 
do.” 


Turning to the elections in which she lost her own seat in Parlia­ 
ment and saw her party defeated by an opposition coalition, Mrs. 
Gandhi said, “The collective judgment of the people must be 
respected. My colleagues and I accept their verdict unreservedly 
and in a spirit of humility. 
"Elections are part of the democratic process to which we are 
deeply com mitted,” she said. “I have always said, and I do 
believe, that the winning or losing of an election is less important 
than the strengthening of our country and ensuring a better life for 
our people.” 
With the results known for 525 of the 542 seats up for grabs, the 
non-Communist opposition Janata Party and its ally, the Congress 
for Democracy — the group of rebels who bolted from the 
Congress — had secured 292 seats, while the Congress won 149 
seats. 
Sanjay, Mrs. Gandhi’s son, said he was quitting active politics 
and would devote himself to “quiet constructive work." Sanjay ran 
for Parliam ent from a district adjoining his mother’s and lost to 
Janata Party candidate Ravindra Pratap Singh by 75,000 votes. 
Sanjay. 30, shot into limelight immediately after Mrs. Gandhi 
imposed a state of national emergency June 26, 1975, and began to 
wield considerable power without holding elective office. 
The two men considered most likely to succeed Mrs. Gandhi are 
Janata Chairman Morarji Desai, 81, a former deputy prime 
minister who split with Mrs. Gandhi in 1969, and Jagjivan Ram, 68, 
a former Congress party member who quit as agriculture minister 
last month and formed the Congress for Democracy. 
Ram said a new prime minister and leaders of the winning par­ 
ties “will be selected by a consensus and an effort will be made to 
avoid a co n test... but if a contest takes place, that will be quite in 
order with democratic functioning of political parties."

PARIS (U P I) — F rench 
counter-intelligence agents 
have smashed an international 
spy ring that stole military 
secrets from NATO in France 
for the past 14 years, police 
said. 
Police said the agents arrest­ 
ed four Frenchmen and one 
Italian during the past week 
and charged four of them Mon­ 
day with passing classified in­ 
form ation on the W estern 
alliance’s defense alert sys­ 
tems. 
They said all five had confes­ 
sed and that house searches had 
produced detailed proof of their 
spying work on behalf of a 
foreign power police refused to 
identify. 
The spy operation acquired 
extensive information on the 
work of several NATO com mit­ 
tees. in particular those con­ 
cerned w ith supplying and 
eq u ip p in g th e a rm ie s of 
member countries, French offi­ 
cials said.

SY high school 
survey results 
given trustees 


Results of a survey of the 
operation of two high schools of 
the comparative size of Santa 
Ynez Valley High School was 
presented by a valley high fact­ 
finding committee at a recent 
special meeting of the high 
school board of trustees. 
Visited by the committee 
were the King City and Wasco 
high schools Like Santa Ynez 
V a lle y 
H igh, enrollm en t 
averages about 850 students. 
It was noted by the commit­ 
tee that both King City and 
Wasco operate with less money, 
but it was stressed neither 
school offered programs as ex­ 
tensive as those of the Santa 
Ynez Valley High School 
Committee members agreed 
that it was difficult to compare 
the three schools because the 
priorities of each community 
are different It was noted that 
the Santa Ynez High students 
were achieving at a far higher 
rate than the other two. with 
the Santa Ynez students taking 
more math and English. The 
valley high school also provides 
a far greater physical education 
and athletic program for both 
boys and girls and a broad co- 
cu rricu la r 
transportation 
program, which includes tran­ 
sportation for a variety of field 
trips, band events, athletic con­ 
tests and scholastic competi­ 
tions 
It was said that both King 
City and Wasco had better 
organized and more modem 
cafeterias, but it was pointed 
out that the cafeteria program 


at the valley high school will be 
improved with the completion 
of the current building program 
which includes creation of a 
new student center where stu­ 
dents may eat. 
The com m ittee said the 
valley high’s library was far 
superior than either of the other 
schools It was also reported 
that the other schools had more 
student and secretarial help 
than Santa Ynez.

Downzoning of 560 more 
acres of agricultural land in 
Santa Ynez Valley was con­ 
firmed Monday by the Board of 
Supervisors, on recommenda­ 
tion of the County Planning 
C om m ission, w ith Board 
chairm an H arrell Fletcher 
protesting that the rezonings 
protected a thoroughbred horse 
operation in one case and 
“ wasn’t saving land on which 
food could be grown.” 
The supervisors voted 4-1, 
with Fletcher dissenting, to 
rezone from five-acre general 
agricultural to 20-acre limited 
agricultural a 229-acre area 
with 12 landowners on the south 
side of Ballard Canyon Rd . on a 
drv-farm mesa area north of 
State Rt. 246. between Solvang 
and Buellton 
It appeared that the rezoning 
could stymie further residential 
subdivision of large parcels in 
the area owned by Hastings 
Harcourt and W all Street 
Development Co , described as 
a Harcourt venture Testimony 
had shown that the developers 
had in itiated a type of 
“ agricultural subdivision.” 
Another 133-acre sector was 
rezoned from five-acre limited 
agricultural to 10-acre general 
agricultural on the same vote. 
TTiis property is located on the 
west side of State Rt. 154 and on 
the north side of Baseline Ave 
near Santa Ynez. The largest 
parcel is 23 acres, which meant 
the commission couldn't rezone 
to 40-acre agricultural as 
earlier intended, it was shown. 
An attempt to recommend 20- 
AG had lost out in the commis­ 
sion as well 


In a third move, the super­ 
visors quickly unanimously ap­ 
proved a commission recom­ 
mendation to retain five-acre 
limited agricultural zoning in 
an area south of Baseline 
Ave. while rezoning from five 
to ten-acre limited agricultural 
land to the north of Baseline 
Ave. about three-quarters of a 
mile west of Highway 154, 
Santa Ynez area. There was no 
opposition from landowners to 
this rezoning. 
Fletcher sided with rezoning 
opponents in the other two 
cases. 
The long drawn out struggle 
between rezoning proponents 
and opponents in the Alamo 
Pintado Rd. area south of 
Ballard was left as the only 
item unresolved at this time in 
the three-year-old Valley rezon­ 
ing endeavor. 
The board voted 3-2 on a mo­ 
tion by Fourth District Super­ 
visor Robert Hedlund to con­ 
tinue this matter for three 
weeks — to April 11 — to allow 
further study of hearing 
transcript material in the case 
which might be pertinent to a 
decision 
Supervisors William 
Wallace and David Yager voted 
against the continuance. 
Zel Canter, attorney for A1 
Reece, owner of about 20 acres 
along the road, asked the board 
to reexamine the record and 
Deputy County Counsel Susan 
Trescher agreed it seemed ad­ 
visable. 
The commission had come up 
with a compromise proposal to 
rezone flat lands from five to 
20-acre limmited agricultural 
while leaving the rolling hills 
east of the road in five-acre zon- 


ing. 


Canter tangled verbally with 
Supervisor Yager at several 
points. 


“ Are you trying to show 
there is a conspiracy against 
your client?” Yager asked. 


Canter said he ascribed this 
notion to the Planning Depart­ 
ment and Planning Commis­ 
sion. and added that County 
Building Official Ray Nokes 
had been "contacted by a 
superior and told not to grant 
building p erim its." Canter 
didn't identify the superior. 


When Canter claimed the 
Planning Commission with six 
new members this year ap­ 
peared generally “ unfamiliar 
with the history of the area,”

Fingers: 'No favors from Charlie' 


PH O EN IX, Ariz (U P I) — Rollie Fingers says Charlie 
Finley never did him a favor, no matter what the Oakland 
A s owner claims, and as such he doesn’t feel he owes him a 
thing. 
“ He may have done some favors to some of the players, as 
he claim s.'’ says Fingers, “ but I never was one of his boys. I 
don’t owe him anything.” 
Finley said the other day he invested money for many of 
his former players, got two of them out of paternity suits and 
even helped one player’s father with a loan that kept him in 
business 
“ I didn't mind them leaving me the way they did,” Finley 
said of the players who played out their contracts with him 
and left to join other clubs. “ If I was a player 1 probably 
would have done the same. What I do mind is them bad- 
mouthing me. Every time I pick up a newspaper I read how 
one of them is saying bad things about me. I treated many of 
them better than a lot of other owners.” 
Fingers says Finley was such a bad man that it was only a 
matter of time that he suffered a setback, like the one in his 
suit against commissioner Bowie Kuhn 
When the ace reliever, who signed a lucractive. long-term 
contract with the San Diego Padres after gaming his free 
agency, learned Finley had lost his suit, he smiled broadly 
and said “ outstanding ” 
He was in a hurry at the time, hustling to the ball park here 
to get ready for an exhibition game with the San Francisco 
Giants. Later, when he had time to reflect. Fingers was 
more expansive. 


“ He may have done some of the things he says,” said 
Fingers, “ but I can also remember him nagging those same 
players to death He loaned Catfish (Hunter) money to buy 
his farm in North Carolina and he never let him forget it. 
Every time he saw Catfish he badgered him about his loan. 
“ He never offered to do anything for me and I never asked 
him. and now when I look back on it, that was the smartest 
thing I ever did. except to play out my contract and get 
away. He’s getting now what he deserves.” 
How does Fingers like his new club0 
“ It’s like drawing a breath of fresh air,” he said. “ There 
are no hassles here. All anyone ever talks about is basehall. I 
haven’t been here that long but I know I’m going to enjoy 
playing for the Padres. 
“ One of the big reasons I decided to sign with them is that 
their owner is really trying to win. Another reason is the 
manager John McNamara is a decent man, and he runs his 
club. At Oakland you never felt the manager was the boss 
because Finley called him so often and told him what to do, 
right down to the batting lineup and pinch-hitters.” 
Fingers worked in 70 games with the A’s last year, 
pitching a total of 125 innings. Even for a reliever as durable 
as him. that was too much. 
“ I hope I don’t have to work that hard this year,” he said, 
“ although I won’t complain if I have to. Butch Metzger is a 
fine reliever and between us we ought to get the job done. 
Also, Dave Tomlin will be in the bullpen with us to handle the 
left-handed batters. It should be an enjoyable season and I 
hope a winning one This club is on the verge of making it all 
the way.

playing career on the same team as Dick 
helped make the decision a little easier 
and I am very grateful to have had the 
opportunity,” he said. 
Van Arsdale began the season as a 
reserve forward behind Curtis Perry, 
Gar Heard and Keith Erickson, but in­ 
juries thrust Van Arsdale into a starting 
role for 27 games. 
The Buffalo Braves acquired Van Ar­ 
sdale at the end of the 1975-76 season 
from Atlanta in a trade that sent Ken 
Charles and Dick Gibbs to the Hawks At 
that point, he announced he would retire 
from basketball unless he could play at 
Phoenix. 
He was drafted out of Indiana on the 
second round of the 1965 draft by Detroit 
and spent two and one-half seasons with 
the Pistons before being traded with 
John Tresvant to the Cincinnati Royals 
for Jim Fox and Hap Hairston on Feb 1. 
1968 
His finest seasons as a pro were with 
the Kansas Citv-Cincinnati franchise,

Speaking Monday night at the Charlot­ 
te Athletic Club. Smith saw his star 
guard.

Ford, who injured an elbow in last 
Thursday's NCAA 
regional contest 
against Notre Dame, told those at the 
awards banquet over a telephone 
hookup that he thinks he should be able to 
start in Saturday's contest. 


Even though the Tar Heels are ranked 
above Nevada-Las Vegas. Smith said. “ I 
would be greatly surprised if we were 
favored over them.” He said Las Vegas 
has defensive quickness and rebounding 
power and the players “ do everything

I ’d never done that before, and now when I look back on it I know I should 
have. It’s a sure way of strengthening your arm muscles.” 
Jones won 20 games in 1975 and finished second to Tom Seaver in the National 
League Cy Young voting Last year, he won 22 and wound up with the award. But the 
1976 season was a frustrating one in some ways. 
Going to the All-Star break. Randy was 16-3 and people started talking about a 30- 
victory season But in the second half, he slipped to 6-11 to lose all chance. However, 
he wasn’t as bad as those numbers suggest because the Padres lost seven one-run 
games behind him and were shut out on three other occasions. 
He set enough records in the one season to last the average pitcher a lifetime but 
the one he’s proudest of is tying Christy Mathewson’s record of 68 consecutive innings 
without a walk.

Jones’ 22 victories in 1976 was tops in the N.L., as were his 315 1-3 innings pitched 
and 25 complete games. He was third in the league with five shutouts and fifth with a 
fine ERA of 2 74 Additionally, Randy set nine Padre records, most of which he will 
break this year with an average season for him. 


Ford said his elbow was “ still kind of 
stiff, but I could do more with it today 
that I could in the game Saturday.” 


Ford, who was sidelined the second 
half of Saturday's 79-72 Eastern Regional 
victory over Kentucky, said it is always 
tough to sit on the bench.

Reflecting on '76 
Fred Lynn remembers

W IN TER HAVEN, Fla. (U P I) - Now 
that it’s all over, Freddie Lynn can talk 
about it much more easily. He can look 
back on all the things that happened to 
him last season and tell you now more 
objectively what his gut feelings were 
then. 
He remembers a time around the mid­ 
dle of June, a time not especially good 
for either him or the ball club. 
Freddie Lynn, the American League’s 
M VP and Rookie of the Year a season 
earlier, still hadn’t signed his contract. 
Neither had Carlton Fisk or Rick 
Burleson. The feeling existed the three 
were going to play out their options and 
leave the Red Sox, and this suspicion 
turned many fans against them. 


To make things worse, the team was 
6^2 games back at the time, and sitting 
on a bus outside Fenway Park before the 
start of a long road trip, some of the 
Boston players inwardly wondered 
whether they’d be coming back 
anymore. Some fully expected to be 
traded before the June 15 deadline. 
Nobody felt immune. 


Sitting there on the bus waiting for it to 
get started to the airport, the Red Sox 
players listened to some of the heat they 
were getting from those baseball fans 
who find the same kind of fascination for 
a bus full of ballplayers as a moth finds 


for a glowing electric light bulb. 
Freddie Lynn remembers the fans 
around the bus yelling some things at the 
ballplayers. Some of the players were 
said to have answered the fans, "Good­ 
bye, Fenway Park.” Freddie Lynn says 
now he wasn’t sure then whether he’d be 
back in Boston or not, but he doesn’t 
remember answering the fans back. 
“ My feelings ran hot and cold last 
year,” says the Red Sox’ gifted 25-year- 
old center fielder. “ There were some 
days I felt this isn’t the place for me. 
Fortunately, most of the days I wanted 
to play in Fenway Park. I still do. My 
wife. Dee Dee, didn’t know what to 
think. We’re both from California, and I 
think deep down, she was hoping I would 
wind up going to the California ball club. 
I was very open-minded. Truthfully, I 
wanted to stay with Boston, and I ’m hap­ 
py I did.” 
That's fairly apparent as Lynn goes 
about getting ready down here. He looks 
good. His physical condition is excellent 
and so is his attitude. Don Zimmer, the 
Red Sox’ manager, feels the fans got on 
Lynn unjustly last year. 
" I think he got a bad rap.” says Zim. 
“ He came up to me near the end of the 
season and said, ‘I can’t play, Skip, I hurt 
my wrist.’ Some guys thought he was 
joking. I never thought that once 
Last year everybody said Freddie Lynn 
wasn’t the same player he was the year 
before. He hit .314 and drove in 65 runs. 


but you gotta remember he missed 30 
games because of injuries. I wouldn’t ex­ 
actly call .314 a ‘sophomore jinx’ year, 
would you? Some people even said Lynn 
and I had words. We never had a cross 
word between us either when I was a 
coach or after I became the manager.” 
Considering everything that happened, 
Freddie Lynn feels he had a decent year 
last season even though it wasn’t on the 
same par as the season before when he 
hit .331, drove in 105 runs and had 21 
homers. Last year he hit only 10 homers. 
“ I suppose if I had the two years 
reversed, everyone would’ve have said 
that was great,” says Lynn. “ The way 
some talk about what I did last season, 
they make me feel I had a bad year. I 
don’t look at it that way. How many peo­ 
ple hit .314?” 
Not that many at all. Only five in the 
American League did any better. 
Zimmer plans to have Lynn hit second 
this year, hoping he’ll be on base for 
some of the long bailers like George 
Scott. Carl Yastrzemski, Carlton Fisk 
and Jim Rice to drive in. 
“ It’ll be the first time in my life I ’m 
hitting second.” says Lynn. “ I ’m a free 
swinger, but I ’ll have to take more 
pitches and get some more walks. Ill 
have to sacrifice ribbys for runs scored. 
Instead of shooting for 100 runs batted in. 
I ’ll have to try to score 100 runs. The 
players and managers understand that. I 
hope the fans w ill.”

TORONTO (UPI) - A self­ 
described mercenary held up to 
15 persons hostage at gunpoint 
in a downtown bank Monday in 
what an intermediary said to­ 
day was a bizarre plan to assas­ 
sinate President Idi Amin of 
Uganda 
The gunman, who identified 
himself as Bob McLagan, 38. of 
Vancouver,freed the last of his 
hostages and was taken in hand­ 
cuffs from the Bank Canadian 
National shortly after 11:30 
p.m. EST. None of the hostages 
was hurt. 
The incident began 12 hours 
earlier when McLagan. carry­ 
ing a sawed-off shotgun, locked 
nine women and five m ale 
employes in a second-floor 
room of the bank. He fired two 
shots inside the building and 
later siezed a police sergeant 
Police, who cordoned off a 
four block area in the heart of 
Toronto’s financial district, 
said the man demanded a Her­ 
cules C-130 military transport 
plane to take him to Uganda so 
he could meet Amin. 
Throughout the tense drama, 
the gunman told reporters by 
telephone he had been a 
mercenary in the Congo in 1965 
and wanted a C-130 Hercules to 
fly him to Uganda, “so I can see 
my pal" Amin. 
CFRB radio reporter Charles 
Doering. who was ushered into 
the bank at the gunm an's 
request in the early hours of the 
incident, said McLagan told 
him he “ admired.” but had 
never met the Ugandan presi­ 
dent. 
He also told Doering he was a 
seaman who had worked on the 
Great Lakes 
A fter th e d ram a ended, 
however. Doering said McLa- 
gan’s real purpose was to kill 
Amin with two fragmentation 
grenades he demanded from 
police. Doenng said McLagan 
had also demanded two para­ 
chutes in case Uganda refused 
him permission to land 
Doering said the earlier story 
was broadcast "because he had 
a radio in there, and that's the 
story he wanted 
He wanted 
Amin to welcome him with 
open arms so he could assas­ 
sinate him .” McLagan gave no 
reason for wanting to kill Amin, 
and apparently had never been 
a mercenary. Doering said. 
In the early hours of the inci­ 
dent. McLagan released 11 
hostages, but he seized S Sgt 
Bill Donaldson, who had escort­ 
ed Doering into the bank. 
With Donaldson. McLagan 
held bank employes Luc Loisel- 
le. Pierre Chaisson and Michel 
Plouffe He did not threaten the 
hostages, but warned police he 
would not "serve any tim e." 
After hours of negotiations, 
police brought in McLagan's 
brother Rick, from Hamilton. 
Ont . and his sister. Helen, 
from Mississauga. Ont . to try 
to persuade him to surrender. 
Four hours after they entered 
the bank. Police Chief Harold 
Adamson announced to news­ 
men McLagan was in custody.

“ Besides. I've got to do this work now. I 
don't have time to buy a new hat."

"This hat has character.” I corrected 
"But what will the neighbors say?” 
she protested 
"Look. I'm just going out in the back 
yard.” I said. "We have a six-foot tall 
fence around the yard and none of our 
neighbors is tall enough to see over it. I 
promise you none of them will see me." 
"But what if a helicopter should fly 
over and somebody inside sees you?" she 
continued 
"If that happens I promise that I will 
do my best imitation of a hired hand and 
maybe nobody will recognize me as your 
father.” I said 
She tossed her hands into the air in ex­ 
asperation and the matter was tem ­ 
porarily closed, only to be reopened 
again when the question of my going out­ 
side with the hat on came up again 
The same controversy arose when I 
wanted to wear a pair of admittedly 
gaudy green deck shoes. They were a 
well known brand of shoes and I had 
bought them on sale at a tremendous dis­ 
count a few years before that when the 
girls were younger It didn't m atter then 
that the shoes were a brilliant (if not 
shocking) hue But when teen-age set in. 
the girls thought it disgraceful that 1 
would take a chance on being seen in 
public with the shoes on 
1 wonder if Jimmy Carter realizes 
what a great service he could have per­ 
formed for me by getting elected to the 
presidency 10 years earlier? 
If that picture of him in his floppy hat 
could have been published a decade ago. 
I could have pointed with pride to it and 
convinced my daughters that if it is all 
right for the President of the United 
States to be seen in public — yea. even to 
be photographed — wearing a com­ 
fortable piece of heardgear. surely it 
would be right in style for an ordinary 
citizen to do likewise. 


WASHINGTON - The biggest 
Watergate mystery of them all has never 
been cleared up. What was Howard 
Hughes' strange role in the scandal9 
The late billionaire was the only major 
Watergate figure who eluded the special 
prosecutors to the end. Yet some 
W a t e r g a t e 
i n ­ 
vestigators believe he 
was the cause of the 
Watergate break-m. 
H is 
m an 
in 
Washington. 
Robert 
Bennett, kept turning 
up m y s t e r i o o u s l y 
t h r o u g h o u t 
t he 
Watergate plot. White 
House informer John 
Dean commented that 
Bennett "became as 
mysterious in his in­ 
conspicuous presence 
as Howard Hughes 
was in his conspicuous 
absence.” 
We have searched 
H u g h e s ’ 
p r i v a t e 
papers, now in federal custody, for clues. 
The papers show that the phantom 
billionaire followed the W atergate in­ 
vestigation avidly. For example, he 
demanded an immediate report from his 
attorney. Chester Davis, on White House 
counsel F r e d B u z h a r d t ' s s e c r e t 
testimony before the Senate Watergate 
Committee. 
Davis responded in a May 8, 1974, 
memo: "I am informed that Buzhardt 
(a) effectively asserted the attomey- 
client privilege, and (b) did not testify to 
anything relating to (you). The 
transcripts of those hearings are secret, 
and it may be some time before I can get 
more detailed information.” 
In other memos. Davis confided that 
he was on good term s with "Sen. Sam” 
as he called Senate Watergate Chairman 
Sam Ervin. D.-N.C., and that he was 
"cooperating” with attorneys for Bebe 
Rebozo, the sidekick of then-President 
Richard Nixon. 
Hughes sympathized completely with 
Nixon during the W atergate investiga- 
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tion. and the men around him tended, in 
the way of subordinates, to reflect his 
views. "Since the Watergate incident,” 
wrote Davis, "there has been a bitterly 
fanatic political movement to destroy 
Nixon.” 
Another Hughes aide, Richard Han­ 
nah. characterized Nixon’s critics as 
"the hypocrites, the holier-than-thou ele­ 
ments. the very-very righteous." He 
reported to Hughes on June 2. 1974, for 
example, that "N ixon’s enemies will not 
relax their efforts to hang him. but... the 
public is super-saturated with the par­ 
tisan clawing and kicks to the groin.” 
There is a hint in the documents that 
the recluse considered emerging from 
his turtleshell but was persuaded by his 
attorney to pull his neck back inside 
because of the Watergate publicity. For 
instance. Hughes sent this message to 
Chester Davis on April 10, 1974: 
"He (Hughes) wants to know im­ 
mediately what prompted you to tell him 
to please continue his so-called reclusive 
way of life and not to cause any 
publicity. He said he has to make some 
decisions in Nevada ... and he can’t, or 
doesn’t dare, arrive at any conclusion 
after what you told him yesterday.” 
In response, Davis cited not only 
Watergate but other legal problems as 
his reasons for "recommending that we 
do not invite additional unnecessary 
publicity.” Later, he reported on his ef­ 
forts to identify "the persons behind this 
determined effort to em barrass you in 
order to compel you to appear.” 
Unhappily, the Hughes papers merely 
heighten the mystery of Hughes’ involve­ 
ment in the W atergate scandal. The 
documents discuss these fascinating 
developments: 
— The papers acknowledge that a 
Hughes aide. Richard Danner, delivered 
two separate $50,000 cash bundles to Key 
Biscayne, Fla., and San Clemente, 
Calif., for Nixon’s use after the 1968 elec­ 
tion. The money was turned over to 
Rebozo, who returned it seven years 
later. In the me a nt i m e , Hu gh es ’ 
Washington operator, Bob Bennett, 
delivered another $150,000 to the Nixon 


re-election campaign. This reportedly in­ 
cluded som e blank checks which 
Watergate plumber G Gordon Liddy 
filled in. 
—■ When we broke the story of the 
$100,000 cash gift to Nixon, it reportedly 
caused panic inside the White House. 
Nixon aides suspected that we got our in­ 
formation either from then-Democratic 
National Chairman Larry O’Brien or 
from Las V egas publisher Hank 
Greenspun. Both had access to Hughes 
documents. 
— Liddy began planning the Watergate 
break-in, according to subsequent 
testimony, with the understanding that 
he had approval to tap O’Brien’s phone 
and break into Greenspun’s safe. At this 
time, his co-plumber, E. Howard Hunt, 
worked for Bennett yet was also on the 
White House payroll. 
— Bennett put Hunt together with 
Ralph Winte. a Hughes security man 
Hunt later confessed that they discussed 
burglarizing Greenspun’s safe. 
Ac­ 
cording to Hunt, he was supposed to 
provide the burglars with a getaway 
plane. It is uncertain whether the safe­ 
cracking was ever attempted. But White 
House aide John Ehrlichm an later 
reported to Nixon that Liddy and Hunt, 
"Flew out, broke his safe, got something 
out.” Greenspun said someone tore off 
the cover plate of his safe but failed to 
open it. 
— White House aide Charles Colson 
has also said that he has "good reason to 
believe that Bob Bennett was somehow 
involved in the decision to go after 
O’Brien." Chester Davis later reported 
to Hughes that the Senate Watergate 
Com m ittee was trying to link the 
O’Brien and Greenspun episodes. 
— The Watergate caper remained a 
mystery for months after the break-in. 
Yet on July 10, 1972, less than a month 
afterward. Bennett reported "detailed 
knowledge of the Watergate incident” to 
his CIA case officer. Howard Hughes, in­ 
cidentally, was probably the CIA's 
largest contractor. 
Yet the special prosecutors never got a 
chance to question the elusive Hughes.

The item illustrates the nature of the 
work the association committees carry 
out regularly. 
In other respects the newsletter out­ 
lines the reasons for the association's op­ 
position to the county split; sets forth 
some early details on proposals for the 
formation of a special services district; 
and goes into the problems of law en­ 
forcem ent at som e length 
C rim e 
statistics in Montecito, a community 
south of Santa Barbara with about 8,000 
population, is compared with statistics 
in the Village, where there are 6,000 peo­ 
ple Montecito has had more cimre, but 
of course the area has more people. 
Crime in Montecito, however, is dif­ 
ferent as noted by the association 
editors:

A universal 
threat 


NEW YORK - Little by little and 
piece by piece New York has averted, for 
the time being at least, the threat of 
bankruptcy. After prolonged arm- 
twisting. the unions have agreed that 
through their pension funds they will 
help to pay off the $1 billion in short-term 
notes frozen by a 
moratorium that was 
d e c l a r e d 
u n c o n ­ 
stitutional. 
The federal govern­ 
m ent, for good and 
sufficient reaso n s, 
could not have carried 
out an immediate 
rescue operation. New 
York is only at the 
head of the queue of 
c i t i e s 
f a c i n g 
b a n k r u p t c y 
and 
breakdown 
To have 
come to New York's 
rescue with a quick 
bail-out would have 
brought D etroit and 
other cities in the line 
onto the doorstep of the Treasury, 
demanding equal treatment. 
But there should be no illusions about 
what all this pinching and paring have 
meant in a city that is still the cultural 
and financial center of the nation. The 
size of security forces, police and 
firemen,, have been drastically cut back. 
One result has been the increasing in­ 
cidence of crime, particularly in the out­ 
er fringes of the city where the old and 
the helpless have been the prey of 
muggers and murderers. 
With stability in such delicate balance 
and the forces of dissent and disruption 
so close to the surface, there must be a 
question of the adequacy of those who 
are called on to enforce order. With the 
siege of Washington as an example, 
terrorists with weapons of mass murder 
can invade almost any sanctuary that is 
not heavily guarded 
Nowhere should 
this fearful potential be more evident 
than in New York where the contrasts 
between wealth and poverty are so 
great. 
In a sense, more than Washington, 
New York is the fulcrum of America’s 
power. At the center of that power are 
the great banks with a reach not merely 
nationwide but worldwide. 
These commercial banks refused to 
take part in the rescue operation and 
that is quite understandable. Two of the 
five largest banks are said to be on the 
"w atch" list of the Federal Reserve 
System. One reason, reportedly, is the 
excessive loans they have granted to 
Third World countries and now the 
doubt, with the continuing $12 a barrel 
and more for oil. whether these loans can 
be repaid or even recycled 
The Chase Manhattan Bank recently 
estimated that at the end of 1976 the debt 
of the developing nations dependent on 
Middle East oil was close to $200 billion 
The “ staggering debt service” as Chase 
Manhattan put it, is $35 billion a year. 
How much of this huge debt is with 
New York commercial banks it is impos­ 
sible to say, but the volume is believed to 
be large Whether it can ever be repaid 
or even recycled — and how — is hard to 
predict. At present, as the oil-producing 
nations in OPEC continue to accumulate 
surpluses, that could amount in 
a 
relatively short time to more than $300 
billion. No solution is visible. 
The fact that can hardly be disguised 
with hopeful-sounding rhetoric is that the 
world is in a serious recession that, 
without remedial action, could deepen 
into a depression The initiative must 
come from the United States. President 
Carter has set May 7 and 8 for a two-day 
economic summit in London One may 
well ask what can be achieved in two 
days. But under the direction of Henry 
Owen, who has a broad background if 
foreign policy, the meeting is being very 
thoroughly prepared 
British P r i m e Minister J a m e s 
Callaghan spent several hours in 
Washington last week talking with Presi­ 
dent Carter. While in his talks with the 
president he was guardedly more op­ 
timistic about the chances for Britain 
pulling out of the disastrous slump of re­ 
cent years, he spoke some home truths 
about the vyorld situation. 
Callaghan pointed out that in the in­ 
dustrialized West there are 12,000,000 
men and women out of work This, as he 
noted, is dangerously reminiscent of the 
early 1930s when mass unemployment 
plunged the world into a series of crises 
that ended with World War II, 
All this coincides with a tide of rising 
protectionism. 
In blunt language, 
Callaghan put the refusal of the New York 
Port Authority to allow the Concorde to 
land at Kennedy Airport down to this 
same protectionism. At the same time 
British 
Airways, a government- 
subsidized line, is challenging American 
air carriers to a greater share of the 
traffic over the Atlantic. This dispute 
has gone 
to the length of threatening 
sharp reprisals in landing rights unless a 
compromise can be reached. 
The key word for the economic summit 
in May will be interdependence TTie rich 
developed nations, and that goes for Ger­ 
many and Japan as well as the United 
States, must,find a way to infuse large 
sums into the developing nations. 
Otherwise the house of cards built on 
debt can come tumbling down.
